Service charge of 50 cents @ month 
for the 54,000 water consumers, fur- 
nished by the borough of Atlanta, will 
be sought by Councilman Howard UL. 
McCutcheon, a member of the hos- 
pitals and charities committee, it was 
announced Friday. : 

Mr. McCutcheon’s plan was made 
public following @ meeting of the hos- 
pitals and charities committee when 
Alderman G. Everitt Millican, chair- 
man of the committee, stated that 
there would be a shortage of about 
$25,000 for operation and maintenance 
of Grady the latter part of the year 
and that unless additional funds were 
forthcoming the institution would be 
forced to incur a deficit or tempo- 
rarily close its doors. 

According to estimates, about $300,- 
000 could be raised annually through 
the service chatge. ‘The temainder of 
the total would be applied to relieve 
the financial crisis now facing At- 
lanta public schools and other major 
departments of the municipal govern- 
ment, according to Mr. McCutcheon. 

$6 2 Year Assessment. 

Each water meter would be assessed 
$6 a year, under the plan, payable 
each month at tne rate of 50 cents. 

After reviewing congested condi- 
tions in virtually every department of 
the hospital, Mr. McCutcheon de 
clared that he sees no other way to 
raise meney.

Stone explained that Farrar was 
indicted under the section of the pro- 
hibition law which forbids the manu- 
facture, sale, purchase or transporta- 
tion of liquor. He said no attempt 
had previously been made to indict 
the purchaser of* liquor because of 
the difficulty of obtaining evidence.

Only Nine Survive Lethal 
Fumes Following Col- 
liery Explosion. 


SALT LAKE CITY, Feb. 7.—(®) 
Twenty dead was the definitely es- 
tablished toll tonight of the gas ex- 
plosion in the mige of the Standard 
Coal Company at Standardville, Utah, 
in the heart of Carbon county‘’s min- 
ing district. 

Nine of the 29 men who were at 
work in the mine when the explosion 
occurred last night, survived. Five 
of them rescued by. fellow workers 
today and the other four escaped last 
night. The fivetaken out today had 


bratticed themselves from the deadly 
gas fumes, far:back in the workings, 
and had left notes directing their 
rescuers where to find them. 

The explanation of the explosion 
advanced by mémbers of the mine 
rescue crews is that a pocket of car- 
bon monoxide gas became ignited by 
spontaneous combustion. 

The bodies of the dead were re- 
moved today to Price, Utah, where 
in 1924, 193 bodies were assembled 
after the explosion in the Castle Gate 
mine, the heaviest toll of a mine acci- 
dent in the’state since 1900. 

Many of the dead in the disaster 
were married men with large families. 
Offers of aid poured in on the fami- 
lies of the dead, but Governor George 
H. Dern expressed the belief that it 
would not be needed, since the state’s 
workingmen’s compensation fund 
would care for their wants for some 
weeks to come, ~

In Forest Areas 


Every dollar spent by Georgia for 


forest fire protection in 1929 brought 
a dividend of $2.500 in losses pre- 
vented, B. M. Lufburrow, state fores- 
ter, reported to the state board of for- 
estry Friday. 

The estimate was based on what 
the loss would have been on areas 
where organized fire protection ex- 
ists if there had been no protection. 
In actual figures 1,212,071 acres of 
land were under organized protection 
in 1929. Loss on these areas was 
007 per cent, or 10,588 acres, esti- 
mated as worth $13,000. A total of 
$62,298 was spent on fire protection 
in 3 
By comparison 22 
protected areas was burned, with a 
agate loss estimated at $5,000,- 


Major causes of forest fires in 
Georgia in 1920 were: Burning for 
grazing, 5,314; incendiary, 2,324; 
railroads, 1,662; smokers, 1.411.’ 

North Georgia had fewer fires than 
south Georgia. On 5,000,000 acres 
of unprotected land the burned area 
was only 4 per cent. In south Geor- 
gia the burned acrea was 23 per 
cent of thhe total. The large figure 
is attributed to cattle owners who 
believe that burning improves pastur- 
age and to turpentine operators.

PROPAGANDA NEEDED.

VETERAN DIXIE 
SPORTSMAN DIES 


Horace Smith, Head 
Southern Golf Assn., 
Passes at 81. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 7.—(/) 
Death today closed the career of Ho- 
race Franklin Smith, 81, who rose 
from the ranks to an enviable posi- 
tion among railroad executives and to 
an place of prominence in sporting 
circles of the south. 

Mr. Smith, senior vice president of 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis railway and president of the 
Southern Golf Association, which he 
helped organize, died at his home of 
complications following an attack of 
bronchitis, suffered about 10 days 
ago. 

His 25th anniversary as president 
of the Southern Golf Association was 
celebrated: at Nashville during the 
southern tournament last June. Mr. 
Smith had served as president of the 
Belle Meade Country Club and the 
Nashville Golf and Country Club. He 
participated almost daily in_ golf 
matches until his recent illness. He 
also was a member of the Hermitage 


Club. 
FUNERAL. 

Funeral services will be conducted 
at the residence tomorrow afternoon. 
The body will be sent to Louisville, 
leaving here tomorrow night at 8 
o’clock. Burial will be in St. Louis 
cemetery at Louisville Sunday morn- 
me. 

Mr. Smith was born in Chatauqua 
county, New York, in 1848 and was 
a brother of the late Milton H. Smith, 
who was president of the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad. 


Mr. Smith’s railroad career began 
in 1865, when he became clerk and 
telegraph operator for the United 
States Military railroads at Hunts- 
ville, Ala. He worked for a time as 
agent at Knoxville, Tenn., and then 
he went to Cincinnati with the Adams 
Express Company, but returned to 
serve the Louisville and Nashville as 
clerk and agent for 11 years. 


SERVICE. 


From 1889 to 1892, Mr. Smith 
served the Queen and Crescent and 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia lines as agent of traffic and 
operating departments at Louisville. 
In 1892 he became general freight 
agent of the Q. & C., at Cincinnati 
and when the line became a part of 
the. newly formed Southern railway 
in 1895 he became the first general 
freight agent of the line with head- 
quarters in Washington. 

He became traffic manager for the 
N., C. & St. L., in 1898 when that 
post was created. In 1906 the addi- 
tional duties of vice president were 
given him. He was largely responsi- 
ble for the formation of the Southern 
Weighing and Inspection Bureau.
